MAGOFFIN CODNTT. 

Wliea Fornix, Hor Population, Woaltta, 
Psrty Vote, Etc. 
This county was formed in 1800, 
during the ariniiiu»tr:'.ti<>i 
15»riiili MnKofHn, for whom it wns 
named. ! t wan : ho mio hundred 
and eighth county formed in t ho 
Itate, and was made up from parts 
of Morgan, Floyd, nnd Johnson. 
The noil along Licking river in 
moderately fertile. Tim hill land 
produces from fifteen to twenty- 
flve bushels (three to five barrels) 
of corn to the acre. There is h 
great deal of poplar timber in the 
county, which is floated down Lick- 
ing river to market, each winter 
and spring, in considerable quan- 
tities, whenever there is sufficient 
Water. There is alfco a great doal 

of oak, I oh, and other heavy 

hard-wood timber, none of which, 
however, is being shipped. There 
is, too, some waluut timber, but 
most of the choice walnut trees 
have been shipped. 8ome cannel 
coal is shipped from Magoffin, on 
poplar rafts, to the low r markets, 
Magollin has, as yet, no railroads, 
bnttbe " Kentucky Midland," from 
Frankfort, via Paris, Owingsvillo, 
West Liberty, Prestonville, and 
Pikeville, to the state line, at the 
"Breaks of Sandy," will pass thro' 
the county via. Salyersville, the 
county-seat, and it is believed will 
be completed at an early day, it 
being one of the numerous railw 
recently projected to aid in 
development of the mineral and 
timber wealth of Eastern Kentucky 
Already the forty-mile section from 
Frankfort to Paris is under con- 
tract, and in rapid process of con- 
■truction, while the means to build 
the remaining sections, at least to 
a self-continuing point, are practi- 
cally in hand, or, at any rate, in 
sight. Our county roads are not 
in good condition. We have no 
road laws, except the general law 
of the commonwealth, and the gen- 
oral character of our county roads 
is not so good as it might be, and 
certainly ought to be. There are 
no turn). ike roads in the county. 
Licking river, heading in the ex- 
treme southwestern corner of the 
county, runs through the whole 
length of the county to the center 
of the northern boundary line, but 
is navigable only for rafts and lint- 
boats. There are no streams with 
available water-power for machin- 
ery. The character of the timber 
of Magoffin is that of the moun- 
tains generally. The oak, I h, 

and poplar predominate in quanti- 
ty among the timber available for 
merchantable purposes. The prin- 
cipal agricultural product-, of 
which a surplus is produced for 
market, are wheat and corn. The 
grasses best adapted to the soil of 
our county, and which aro consid- 
ered most useful and profitable, 
are timothy, red clover, herds' 
grass, and orchard grass, and are 
the four species of grasses mostly 
sown. Timothy is sown for hay, 
while herds' grass and orchard 
grass are sown for pasturing. Clo- 
ver is sown for both pasture ami 
hay, as well as for fertilizing. 
There has been no material change 
for the bettor in agricultural meth- 
ods. The soil in the uplands is 
deteriorating in fertility because 
no attempt is made to revive it by 
the considerate sowing of grasses 
after an exhausting crop of corn or 
tobacco. There has been no immi- 
gration to Magoffin county in the 
last few years. There has been no 
marked increase in the population 
of the county in the last two years. 
Several steam saw-mills and grist- 
mills have recently i**m put in 
operation in the county, but we 
have no manufacturing establish- 
ment* of any kind. One-half of

— Rye is less susceptible to 
injury from cold than either wheat 
or barley, and was, conaequently, 
less injured by the freeze; but, 
being more forward, and the head 
more matured, was more injured 
by tli" snow than wheat. In BOUM 
places, it was so badly down thai 
it was impossible to reach it with 
the harvester. The condition, on 
July 1st, was 88 |>cr cent. 

Hurley. — I have been asked by 
farmers what 1 thought would 

likely be the pri if barley. As 

supply and demand uaually regu- 
lates the prices of nearly all thinga, 
! will answer thai the supply will 
not be as largeas last year. From 
the government report, on June I, 
hurley was 82.2 against 88.8, same 
date last year, ami 92.1 in 1892. 
California, which produces more 
barley than any other state, lias 
the very low percentage of 68. Tho 
crop in Kentucky was very badly 
damaged by the snow. The per 

cent, is placed at 82. 

Spring Pastures. — Spring pas- 
tures in some counties look like 
they usually do in September in 

many places. Were they to catch 

afire, they would burn all over. 

First, the* free/.., followed by the 
cold weather, then the snow, and 

afterward the drought, has retard- 
ad tho growth, so that in many 
places there is very little pasture. 
Tho rains have not been general, 
■ome correspondents reporting no 
rain of any consequence since tho 
snow. The average condition July 
1st was 7(1 por cent. 

Oats— Have headed out vory low, 
but conditions rather more favora- 
ble than last report. Tho average 
condition July 1st was 76 por cent. 

(Mover.— The impaired condition 
of clover is not confined to our 
state. There is a reduction of near- 
ly tWo points in the average condi- 
tion of all the states as compared 
with last year. There has been 
vory little clover cut for hay, and 
consequently, very little seed will 
be saved this fall. The average 
condition July 1st was 71 p-r cent. 

Timothy.— Timothy is being 
cut; tho crop is very Indifferent,

As to the propriety of the county 
ing stock in the turnpike in ordci 
induce others to take stock, that is a 
matter altogether left to the voters. The 
* law Is SO fixed that the county can not 
take more than |80ll in stock to the mile 
of turnpike, and there can not be col- 
lected more than in cents on the $100 
WOrth of taxable properly in any one 
year for this purpose. The total amount 
of taxable property in our county la 
about $1,000,000, and we have about 
1,800 tax pavers, some of them non resi- 
dents. The highest average amount that 
could be collected from each tax payer 
for any one year for this purpose would 
lie about 00 cents. I make these state- 
ments nad explanations that the tax 
payers may be posted on this subject, 
and so they may intelligently see just 
what there la in it. 

I have heard that it has been said that 
if I was elected county judge I would be 
in favor of paying the count) officers 
high salaries. This is another false 
alarm. I am in favor of paying them a 
reasonable compensation for their sei \ iet i 
and no more. I wish to say to those that 
have been circulating these false reports 
that 1 have enough perplexities of my 
own without being made a camel to bear 
for others the loads which they had as 
well carry themselves. Men do not like 
to anchor to quicksand nor to build on 
•tubble. The pormaneut is what the 
world should seek. I would suggest for 
your own good and satisfaction that you 
begin now to tell the truth and con- 
stantly do so until you have formed a 
habit of so doing.
